It is argued by the veterans that 
outside of the m em orials erected on 
the field by the state there ought to be 
som ething for each veteran to hand 
down a s a m emorial that he fought 
here, and a medal would Im* the proper 
thing: not a costly medal, but som e­ 
thing durable that can be kept in all 
the y ears to come, showing that the 
recipient w as a t the battle. 
Som e of 
the old soldiers of the state are a g i­ 
tatin g the m atter, and it is believed 
that with proper encouragem ent it 
could be carried through. 
Several weeks ago a bill w as intro­

Another County to this Congress­ 


ional District. Too Small for Only 


Two Counties.

York and A dam s counties would no 
longer constitute the twentieth con­ 
gressional district of the state should 
the plan for the new apportionm ent of 
the state ju st completed by the sen­ 
ate 
congressional 
reapportionm ent 
committee he adopted, Franklin would 
be added. 
Under the form er basis of represen­ 
tation in congress York and Adam s 
counties had not quite sufficient popu­ 
lation to make them a congressional 
district, but for the purpose of m ak­ 
ing the district map of the state they 
were thus joined. 
The numerical b a s­ 
is w as 196,941, and York and Adam s 
had a population of only about 160,- 
OOO. 
Now the basis of representation 
has been raised by the new census, 
giving the state four new congress­ 
men, 36 in all, and the required popu­ 
lation for the form ation of a district 
is placed 212,919 population. 
That would make the two counties 
now com posing our district too far 
short of the required number, the cen­ 
sus giving the population of the two 
at 170,724, of which but 34,319 are 
credited to Adam s county. 
Thus it 
was necessary to add a county, and 
Franklin, with 59,775 population, i» 
joined to our district giving it a total 
population of 226,594, a slight excess 
if the number of persons required to 
nhabit a district. 
The plan is likely to be adopted by 
the legislature. 
It is the result of 
careful study—tiresom e, tedious work, 
n fact, and by experts. 
That the state w as not reapportion­ 
ed before is the reason for four con- 
greaaam en-at-large in the state, un­ 
der the new census. 
There will be no 
eongrcssm en-at-large next election. 
The apportionm ent for legislative 
listn ctx has been prepared and the 
am t for one m ender, according to the 
census of 1910, has been found to be 
(8,325. 
O f course 
each 
county 
is 
given one member whether it has the 
population of 38,325 or not. 
In order 
to secure two m em bers a county m ust 
have over one and a half tim es, or57,- 
189 of a population. 
Franklin county 
retains its two m em bers because its 
population, in 1910, w as 59,775, 
or 
286 more than one and a half units. 
um berland county will drop to but 
one member for the next ten years be­ 
a ta e the population w as but 54,479 in 
1910 or 3009 less than enough to m ake 
me and a half units.
